E SUGAR DUTY

ABHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 31.—The adminis- 
tration, facing a treasury deficit 
and fearing destruction of both cane 
and beet-sugar industries through free 
sugar, is about to reverse its free sugar 
policy by amending the Underwood 
tariff law to retain a duty of 1 cent 
a pound on sugar. | 
It is estimated such a duty will 
yield to the Federal treasury an- 
nually about $37,000,000. ‘The treas- 
ury ie how running short on revenue 
about $500,000 a day while awaiting 
collections from the income tax and 
other sources. It is the opinion of 
both sugar-cane growers in Louisiana 
and deet- sugar growers in Colorado 
that the 1 cent a pound duty will 
rmit these industries to survive. It 
is contended still they will not be 
profitable exeept under the most fa- 
vorable economic conditions. | 
The Louisiana sugar planters in- 
sisted that free sugar would make it 
impossible for them to compete with 
Cuban-gTrown sugar cane. Many of 
them went out of the sugar-cane 
growing business and sugar planta- 
tions are now on the market selling 
for nominal prices.

EW YORK BUREAU OF. THE 
TIMES, May 31.—Rear-Admiral 
Peary, discoverer of the North 
Pole, is chairman of a committee ap- 
pointed by the governors of the Aero 
Club of erica to undertake the 
preparation of a world aeronautical 
map. 

‘the committee will enter into ne- 
gotiations with aeronautic authorities 
of other countries, proposing the es- 
tablishment of a standard scale and 
conventional signs, so that aviators 
Hing from country to country will 
not be handicapped by differences as 
at present. 
Upon the settlement of an interna- 
tional scale, the Committee is author- 
ized to make an aeronautical map of 
the United States, tn which it will 
have the assistance of these aero 
clubs: Baltimore, Buffalo, Connecti- 
cut, Cuba, Dayton, Illinois, Michigan, 
New England, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
Also; the aero clubs of Pittsfield, the 
Queen City, St. Louis and Washington, 
the Aircraft Club of Peoria, the Har- 
vard Aeronautical Society, the Kansas 
City Aero Club, the Milwaukee Aero 
Club, the Pacific Aero Club, the Roch- 
ester Aerc Club and the Western 
Aero Association. 

The committee will urge the estab- 
lishment in the United States of a 
chain of aerodromes and landing sta- 
tions for the benefit of those making 
long flights, such as exist now in 
trance, Germany and italy, where 
there are special landings near all the 
cities and larger towns. In France 
alone there are more than 300 land- 


ing places, where aviators can get 
supplies and be cared for over night.

So far the different countries have 
been developing air maps, using vary- 
ing scales and signs to show such 
things as landing places, aerodromes, 
hangars, inhabited places. obstruc- 
tions, fortresses, landmarks, railroads, 
stations, highways, ete.. This requires 
aviators to study a variety of maps. 

Brindejone des Moulinais, fiyihg 
from Paris to Moscow had to study 
three maps. Vedrines, Bonnier and 
Daucourt, fying from Paris to Cairo, 
had maps for only part of the way. 

The aero club decided to take up 
the present project on the suggestion 
of Admiral Feary, who was a dele- 
gate to the tenth international geogra- 
Phical conference, which discussed 
the problem, but failed to reach a de- 
cision. 

Aero club officials also believe that 
the time is ripe for such an under- 
taking. in view of the rapid progress 
in aeronautics and of the importance 
of mapping the hazards of the west- 
ern country. One of the results of 
the committee's work, it is pointed 
out, will be the. encouragement of 
long-distance flying here by chart and 
compass, as is done by European avi- 
ators.

CITY RAT PROOFING. 


Believed the Rodents Make the City 
Sewerage Their Roadway from 
House to House, 

{Boston Advertiser: ] Rat proofing 
a municipal sewer system has been in- 
vestigated by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service and a report there- 
on has been made by French Simp- 


service. The rat is a pest as every- 
body knows and is a cause spreading 
disease, and of some fearful ones such 
as the bubonic plague. 

It is often wondered how rats get 
into a house and how they spread and 
it has been found that to a consid- 
erable extent rats enter and follow 
the sewerage system of a locality, us- 
ing it is a highway in their migra- 
tions from house to house and the 
number present in the sewers bears a 
somewhat definite relation to the num- 
ber infesting bordering premises. 

The rat proofiing of the city sewers, 
says the report to the service, would 
not only reduce the danger of the 
spread of disease by rats, but would 
reduce the number of rats infesting 
such premises and prove an important 
element for their control and final 
elimination. ‘ 

An examination of the rat trapping 
methods records indicates that about 
13% per cent. of all the rats trapped 
are caught in the sewers. 

Sewers, in fine, harbor and provide 
the means for the spread of rats, says 
the service. The rat proofiing of a 
city cannot be accomplished until the 
sewers are made rat proof. Rats en- 
ter and leave sewers principally 
through openings in the corner catch 


basins, and, as these are really un- 


necessary in general sewer construc- 
tion, the advice is held out that these 
should be installed only when condi- 
tions require them. 7 

Mechanical and water traps are un- 
necessary in properly designed catch 
basins and should be omitted, and 
catch basins, unless designed to per- 
mit prompt and direct discharge of 
sediment into sewers should be 
cleaned at least three times a year. 
Water sealing traps should be fre- 
quently replaced and olled to prevent 
development of mosquitoes. 

This is a very effective means of 
getting rid of rats and the rat proof- 
ing of catch basins is being studied in 
San Francisco, where there are 20,-

Despondency over his 
physical condition is assumed to 
— been the cause of the suicide. 
It was accomplished by an overdose 
of morphine, administered hypo- 
dermically. The drug was secured 
from the prison pharmacy, where 
Pfannkuche occasionally was called 
as a heiper. He left his money to 
the Prison Advancement Society and 
in a letter asked that there be no 
“hypocrisy in the way of so-called 


religious services” over his body.

IN A SUBMARINE. 


[London Answers: They call it 
a boat; but it is unlike any boat that 
Was ever built. 


At first it seems to be nothing more 
than a diabolical contrivance specially 
designed to burst your eardrums. The 
noise is deafening. You have to shout 
to be heard. When the submarine 
dives, the sound is like the glatter 
of hail on a corrugated iron roof. 
A tiny nail dropped on the outside of 
the steel hull reverberates within like 
a clanging bell. Over all rises the 
brooding buzz of electric fans and 
motors and the “pop-popping” of 
gasoline and air-driven machinery ex- 
hausts. 

As you grow accustomed to the din 
and dimness you begin to find your 


Your anticipations are completely 
falsified. You have expected to find 
yourself hemmed in on all sides by 
furiously _whirling machinery that 
threatens at each revolution to Jop 
off one of your arms or legs. Instead, 
you see before you a perfectly clear 
little deck, or working space, some 
seven by thirty feet square. 

@ macnines and engines you have 
-been looking for are at the stern, far 
in the background. You can descry 
them now—a maze of shining steel 
and glittering brass. It is all so com- 
pact, so closely jammed, that it seems 
impossible the various parts should 
find room to turn without obstfuct- 
ing each other’s motion—impossible, 
too, that human hands should ever 
succeed in squeezing through that 
menacing tangle to oil the works. 

The very walls surrounding you are 
huge ballast tanks, which can be filled 
with water from intake cocks or emp- 
tied by compressed air from within. 
As these are filled, the hull of the 
usbmarine sinks tillonly the periscope 
is visible, as they are emptied, the 
the boat becomes light, and its con- 
ing tower, surrounding superstruc- 
ture and a portion of the hull appear 
above the water. . 

This periscope, a tube some fifteen 
feet in length projecting upwards, is 
the submarine’s eye. It is a kind of 
combination of a telescope and a cam! 
era obscura. At the top of it is fixed 
a powerful lens, and inside, at inter- 
vals, all the way down, is a series of 
mirrors, which carry the reflection till 
it reaches a prismatic lerd at the bot- 
tom. On this the picture of what is 
going on outside is thrown in full 
view of the navigator, who watches 
over kK and navigates accordingly. 

The steering of the submarine is 
a much more intricate matter than 
the steering of the ordinary boat. The 
ordinary ship steers to right and left 
only. but the submarine steers up- 
ward and downward, too.

In case it should be compelled to 
remain under water for a longer 
period than is usual, the submarine 
carries an emergency supply of air. 
This reserve air is compressed in a 
steel cylinder, 2000 pounds per square 
inch. It is difficult for the layman 
to realize the terrific concentration 
this signifies. But when he is told 
that if the cylinder were to spring 
leak no bigger than a pinhole, an 
if the tiny stream of escaping air were 
to strike a man, it would puncture 
him through and through, and even 
drill a hole through an  inch-thick 
board behind him! 

Such is the modern submarine—one 
of the most dangerous units of a navy 
in time of war, and by far the most 
dangerous unit of.a navy in time of 
peace, as recent disaster have all too 
plainly demonstrate?

N MEXICO 
MADE AMENDS. 


THIRTY-SEVEN YEARS AGO DE- 
MAND WAS MET. : 

| ‘ 
Indignity Was Offered to Consul 
Sutter at Acapulco and Was 
Atoned for by Salute in Front of 
the Consulate and by a Proper 

Apology by the Authorities. 


[Washington Star:] 4 paraphrase 
of an incident which occurred in 
Mexico thirty-seven years ago, and 
which in many respects is similar to 
the recent Tampico incident, when 
Admiral Mayo demanded a salute to 
the American flag as an apology for 
the arrest of American marines and 
bluejackets at that was made 
public by the Navy Department today. 
The paraphrase is in response to nu- 
merous inquiries to the department 
and is from the records on file at the 
department. It follows: 

“During disturbed conditions which 
existed in Mexico in 1877 Mr. Kastan, 
a wealthy American citizen, residing 
and doing business in Acapulco, was 
plundered of a large amount of his 
property. 

“Mr. Sutter, the American Consul 
at Acapulco, made protest. against 
these seizures, and for this was made 
the victim of certain indignities. A 
Mexican assaulted him in the Con- 
sulate with stones, and was shot and 
wounded by Mr. Sutter. For this Mr. 
Sutter was arrested and confined in 
Mu ſotpal Hall and proceedings in- 
stituted against him in the criminal 
eourt. Later, owing to ill-health, and 
upon recommendation of a physician, 
Mr. Sutter was released on bail. 

“On May 7, 1877, Rear-Admiral 
Alexander Murray, commanding the 
United States North Pacific squadron, 
with the United States steamships 
Pensacola and Lackawanna, then at 
Acapulco, demanded of the authori.

“The authorities promptly acceded

A piece of artil- 
lery was hauled in front of the Con- 
sulate and a consular salute of seven 
guns was fired with the American flag 
hoisted to the consular flagstaff. After 
this ceremony the Mexican officials in 
authority paid an official visit to Mr. 
Sutter, expressing themselves as anx- 
ious to cultivate only the most friend- 
ly relations. The admiral then took 
up the case of Mr. Kastan and had 
him returned to his home in Acapulco 
with full enjoyment of his lib- 
erty with guarantees for his personal 
safety as well as reparation for his 
losses. 

“After all these matters had been 
settled to the satisfaction of Admiral 
Murray, he himself excnanged friend- 
ly courtesies with the officials. Thus 
ended the Acapulco incident amicably 
and satisfactorily to both countries.

OUR OIL TRADE. 


Asphalt Would Be Principat 
Product Affected. 


Tax to Discount Sea-Ship- 
ping Advantages. 


Lively Competition in East 
Now Prevails. 


The California oll industry may yet 
be very deeply concerned in the Pan- 
ama Canal tolls. The first and most 
immediate interest is for manufactur- 
ers of asphalt, which means a large 
proportion of the refiners of Califor- 
nia. In this category are included the 
Standard, Union and a number of in- 
dependents, such as the Santa Maria 
Ollfields, Ltd., and one or two oper- 
ating at Edna near Port Harford. 

Today, under the handicap of a rall- 
road freight rate of $11 per ton to all 
Atlantic Coast and Mississippi Valley 
points, these manufacturers are build- 
ing up a substantia! trade all over the 
United States. In the East their . 
phalt meets two kinds of competition 
—the first, due to natural asphalt of 
Trinidad and Venezuela; the secand, 
due to Mexican asphalt, which, ike 


ofl. Natural asphalt has to pay duty. 
but that which is made from oll-—the 
Mexican article, for instance 
all customs tax, when imported 
quid form as petroleum. | 
The practice is to bring it in as oil, 
and reduce it to asphalt at the Amer- 
cina refineries. Great quantities from 
the Mexican petroleum wells at Ebano 
enter in manner at Baltimore, be- 
ing then reduced to asphalt and mare 
keted by Warren Brothers.

Again, with the growing demand for 
ofl fuel all over the Atlantic Coast 
there may yet be a chance for Call- 
fornia oil to compete with the Mexi- 
can product which now supplies most 
of this trade. The Mexican oil has an 
all-water route to every seaport on the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coast, just as Cali- 
fornia oil will have when the Paname 
Canal is opened, but the Mexican 
product will have the tremendous ad- 
vantage of distance—less half 
that from California. 

As the lew now stands there is no 
duty on Mexican oil. It can thus de 
easily seen that the tax of $1.25 per 
ton for canal tolls, equal to about 20 
cents a barrel, may mean the differ- 
ence between the ability and the in- 
ability to compete with Mexican oil,

Colombia's oil, when sufficiently de- 
veloped, will have, under President 
Wilson's treaty, the right of free pas- 
sage through the canal, thus reaching 
the Pacific Coast of South America at 
a minimum of cost, to compete with 
California oll which has had to come 
a distance more than twice as great 
with the additional handicap of hav- 
ing been produced entirely under the 
highest-priced labor system in the 
world. 

While Colombia’s right to ship 
through the canal free of tolls is in- 
tended to apply only to native goods 
going from one coast to the other of 
that country, supposedly for domestic 
consumption, there cannot be, in the 
very nature of the case. anything to 
prevent the fuel ofl, asphait or any 
oil products so shipped to the Pacifie 
Coast being trans-shipped at some 
Colombian Pacific port to a : 
found for Ecuador, Chile or Peru, 
where California oil now. is building 
up a substantial market. Indeed, it is 
hard to see what could be done to pre- 
vent its trans- shipment and importa- 
tion to California if there were a mar- 
ket here Sufficient to absorb it in come 
petition with the home oll product. 

The development of the Colombian 
oll flelds so close to the mouth of the 
Panama Canal may yet establish se- 
rious competition in that region for 
American oil on both coasts and for

Another South American oll*enter- 
prise which will bear watching is that 
of the Barber Asphalt Company, ‘or 
some of its numerous subsidiaries in 
Venezuela. The most profound secrecy 
ic being maintained as to this pros-_ 
pecting, but that it is going on is 
known beyond a shadow of doubt. 

Ralph Arnold, the well-known geol- 
ogist of Los Angeles, is the chief tech- 
nical adviser of the asphalt interests 
in oil matters, and has made several 
trips to Venezuela within a few years 
He also has engaged 
the services of many Californians who 
now are in the Barber asphalt Service, 
in Venezuela as geologists or drillers, 
or in other capacities. 

The operations of the Barber as- 
phalt people especially interest as- 
phalt manufacturers, for it is well 
understood that oil in Venezuela is al- 
most certain to be of asphalt base, 
and it is for this primarily that it ts 
being sought.

Second, successful struggle with temp- 
tation improves a man. Defeated 
temptation always leaves ite mark 
upon character, every assault re- 
sisted making one sturdier, braver 
and more resistful.

TEACH THAT LIFE 18 AN ; 

OVERCOMING. 

In his sermon on “Victor Hugo, th 
Man That Overcometh“ at the First 
Unitarian Church yesterday, Rev. E. 
Stanton Hodgin said in part: l 

“His writings are stories of the 
human struggle with temptation. He 
uses his matchiess dramatic power to 
demonstrate that a compromise with 
evil always means degradation and 
destruction. 1 know of nothing in the 
realm of letters that sets forth with 
such power the possibilities of the 
human will; to him the strongest thing 
in this world of life is the strong will 
of man, but he shows that even ‘that 
will break down unless on the side of 
truth and justice. 

“Great books, like great characters, 
teach us that life is an overcoming. 
‘He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things.’ Not only do the writings ot 
Victor Hugo enforce this lesson . at 
every point, but his own life and ex- 
perience enforces it also. for his life 
was a continual overcoming. The 
things that were dear to him he loved 
with an almost boundless passion, but 
one after another they were rudely 
torn from him and ther seemed to 
rend his very heartstrings, but he 
overcame the bitterness and disap- 
pointment that filled his soul for a 
time and became serene and tranquil. 

“Starting out in ike a staunch loy- 
Alist, a believer in kings and empires, 
he swung in middle life to the oppo- 
site extreme, becoming an ardent re- 
publican. Republicanism became to 
him a giorified ideal at whose shrine 
he worshiped continuously. For it he 
did his great work, fought all his bat- 
tles and suffered all his humiliations. 

“Born and raised a devout Catholic 
he afterwards became a liberal of the 
liberals, refusing to have any relig- 
ious service at the death of his sons 
and leaving strict orders that there 
should be none at his own funeral. 
He sald, ‘I refuse the prayers of all 
churches; I ask for a prayer from 
every human soul.“

REV. B. H. WILSON. 
HIGHLAND PARK CHURCH. 
SECOND PETITION OF LORD'S¢PRAYER 
SOUNDS DOOM OF IDLEXESS 
AND INDIFFERENCE. 

At the Highland Park Methodist 
Church yesterday, Rev. Byron H. Wil- 
son, the pastor, spoke on the subject, 
“Thy Kingdom Come,” the third of a 
series of sermons on the Lord's Prayer. 
He said in part: | 

Thy kingdom come’ is the sec- 
ond petition of the Lord's model 
prayer. In the first petition, Hal- 
lowed be Thy name,’ we have taught 
us complete self-forgetfulness. Christ 
would first teach us to banish world- 
Imess and selfishness and get a vision 
of all things in God. In this petition, 
Thy kingdom come’ we have accom- 
Dlishment. Its working sign is ac- 
tion. It is the trumpet call to duty. 
It points to what should be the very 
course and object of our lives. It de- 
bars no honest endeavorer, for in 
God's sight our deeds need be only 
commensurate with our opportunity. 
Some circumecribe the church of God 
with their own narrow conceptions 
and exclude from it all but their own 
organization and make the doors of 
it to bristle with anathemas. They 
employ the church not as a bond of 
union but as a war cry of separation. 
If we desire to get a proper concep- 
tion of the church or the inhabitants 
of God's kingdom, let us turn to the 
Sermon on the Mount and we find it 
constituted by the meek, the merciful, 
the peaceful, the penitent, and if needy 
be, the persecuted. 

“The curse of sin and disobedience 

u everywhere. We see the awful 
struggle for equilibrium even in the 
physical world and might it not be 
that the awful calamities that curse 
the earth are co-existent with sin and 
disobedience and might it not follow 
that a race of inhabitants in tune with 
the Infinite Creator would make the 
world in perfect harmony with life, 
happiness and peace. 
Let us remember that it this 
prayer is to be answered at all, it is 
| first to be answered in our own heart 
and if it is there answered, it is com- 
pletely answered as far as we are con- 
cerned in our relation to the world. 

“The prophet speaks of the day 
when they shall not hurt or destroy 
in all my Holy Mountain for the 
earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord as the waters cover 
the sea.“ This means the destruction 
of envy, hatred and strife of man 
against his fellows. It means the for- 
saking of the awful crime of war 
where one population is armed against 
another. The kingdoms of this world 
shall become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and His Christ and He shall reign 
forever and ever. 

“But this petition touches still a 
higher note. It sounds the death 
knell to every man Whose life is a lie 
and whose sin is cursing God's earth. 
If it had not been for this prayer go- 
ing up through the past ages, this 
world would be no better than a den 
of robbers. But let us not forget that 
prayer without conformity to God's 
will is impotent. 80 to all who would 
pray this prayer, there must first be 
sounded forever the doom of idle- 
ness and indifference.” ‘

DR. TURK. 
FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
TO WALK HUMBLY WITH GOD Is THE 
GREAT NEED OF THE 
PRESENT AGE. 


Speaking on the subject, “What 
God Requires,” at the First Congre- 
gational Church yesterday, Rev. Mor- 
ris H. Turk, Ph. D., the pastor, chose 
as his text Micah vi:8, “He hath 
showed thee, O man, what is good: 
and what does Jehovah require of 
thee, but to do justly, and to love 
kindness, and to walk humbly with 
thy God?“ In part he said: 

“We can always understand better 
the divine requirements for living and 
serving if we understand better the 
human requirements, which are oft- 


vine requirements. In all religious 
living there are these two facts, the 
requirements which God absolutely 
makes as a condition of worthful re- 
ligious living, and_then the human 


jeged interpretation of the mind and 


requirements, which men make tn al- 


will of God. Oftentimes our human 
interpretations fdll so far away from 
the divine essentials that they bring 


us into scorn from the intelligent 
standpoint of the world. And the 
chureh as an institution is shorn of 
power because she exercises the hu- 
man tradition and the human re- 
quirement and does not give the su- 
preme right of way to the  regqiire- 
ments of God. There is no ecclesias- 
tical form or churchly. ceremony 
Which can possibly take the place of 
the divine requirements. 

“Nor, on the other hand, is there 
any intellectual interprétatlon of 
the religious life which can take the 
place of living that religious life. Nor 
has one any right to substitute in 
place of God's requirements the do- 
ing of some great benevolence. |

science takes no cognizance and has 
certainly provided no remedy. 

“Science is man's search into the 
things which are made; the Bible is 
a revelation of the Creator who made 
these things. It is becoming more 
and more evident that science with- 
out revelation is wholly unable to 
solve any of the great problems of 
life. It gives no explanation of the 
origin of the universe; it rather deals 
with the order of the universe; it does 
not deal with the problem of man’s 
entrance into the world or his exit 
out of it. 

“The study of science is wonderful 
in its sphere but weak outside of its 
Science studies things under 
the sun, not things above the sun. 
Science is shut up to the creation but 
does not deal with the new creation. 
Science deals with the things which 


of God are not to be understood as are natural, not things spiritual; with 


a detailed and exact interpretation 
covering all of spiritual healing which 
may be necessary. These words do 
not include all of the duties of man 
to God. But these words with the 
three-fold exhortation to do justly, 
to love kindness, and to walk humbly 
with God do indicate the character 
and content of religious living, true 
for any and every age. 

“The only cure of our own age, with 
all its iniquity and unrighteousness, 
is for the voice of God somehow to 
reach our human hearts, and when 
the voice of God reaches our hearts 
we shall hear and we shalk obey and 
we shall be redeemed. 

“Most of us are fairly well engaged 
in getting justice for ourselves. That 
is the first instinct, to lemand jus- 
tice from every person who does not 
voluntarily give it unto us. There 
are two commanding moral reasons 
why every man should demand that 
he be treated with justice by his fel- 
lows. No man is required either by 
God or by men to continually allow 
himself to be unjustly treated. Every 
man ought to go out of his way now 
and then to help the other fellow 
learn to be decent and polite and 
just. Every motorist, who jeopardizes 
human safety and life in our city 
streets, should be taken to task by 
the nearest driver or pedestrian, and 
it should be suggested to him that 
he drive his car as a gentleman, and 
if not, he better hire a gentleman to 
drive his car for him. In a thousand 
ways it is our plain Christian duty to 
help .other people to do justly. 

“There is a finer attitude which we 
ought to have, to love mefcy. 

“And then to walk humbly with 
God. That is the great need in this 
age, isn’t it, after all? I sometimes 
think humility is a forgotten virtue 
and lost art. Almost never do I find 
aman possessed of that gracious, gen- 
uine humility of spirit which char- 
acterizes all men who live close to 
God. Not until we bring ourselves 
obediently to God's love and service 
will He ever be able to enfold with- 
in us those gracious possibilities of 
life which shall make us worthy to 
dwell with Him, net .only in this 
world, but in His eternal world.”

Someone asked an old gentleman 
how he reconciled modern science to 
his Bible? His reply was, ‘I do not 
know; I have not seen the morning 
paper.” By this he meant that science 
Was not a ed fact, it was in the 
process of search and quest. 

“The greatest difficulty with science 
is that it must come to its conclu- 
sions and make its deductions from 
a disordered universe. Without ques- 
tion, this is a disordered universe. 
‘The whole creation groaneth and 
travalleth in pain until now.“ Disease 
and dissolution, pestilence and pain, 
eruption and disruption are on every 
hand. These are foreign to our uni- 
verse and we are obliged to say an 
enemy hath done this.

The awful loss of life on the Titanic was 
directly due to an insufficient lifeboat equip- 
ment. Very properly commissions were 
called together and drastic regulations 
passed to see that every ocean-going vessel 
was adequately supplied in this important 
particular. 
But it is generally the unexpected, some- 
times the unprovided for, that happens 


nent. Had the Empress of Ireland been 


plastered with lifeboats from the top rail to 
the Plimsol line not a single extra soul 
could have been saved in consequence. The 
finest modern apparatus for launching these 
boats could never have been brought into 
action quickly enough to disembark 1560 
people in fourteen minutes 
ship. 

Moreover, the majority of the passengers 
were asleep in their berths when the crash 
came, and the officers declared it was im- 
possible to summon them on deck before 
the liner sank. We suggest a system of 
loud alarm bells, installed in every state- 
room and operated from a push on the 
bridge, might have remedied at least this 
one cause of delay. | 

During a fog “haif speed and keep your 
siren going” is another life-and-death rule, 
the only one available against this greatest 
terror to modern navigation. The Empress 
of Ireland was blowing her siren continu- 


-ously and was’ laying to till the heavy mists 


should lighten a little. Yet these precan- 
tions were unavailing when a negligible 
collier struck her amidshins and ripped out 
her entrailg as a small, sharp knife severs 
the strongest cords and muscles. 

So also an arrangement of bulkheads and 
water-tight compartments, effective in sav- 
ing a vessel if struck a blow in the recog- 
nized manner, is mechanically hopeless 
against a blow struck from some new and 
unsuspected quarter. 

Human ingenuity has done much and is 
doing more every day to give to ocean 
travel the maximum of efficiency at the 
minimum of risk. The wireless is the one 
notable triumph that has never failed the 
mariner in his hour of need. It has revo- 
lutionized sea travel and cut down the risk 
of total disaster to 1 per cent. of what it 
was before the invention of this wonderful 
scientific safeguard. 

Risk there always has been, risk there 
always will be, for these frail human bodies 
pitted against the inexorable forces of na- 
ture. Dangers must attend the aeroplane, 
the ocean liner, the railroad train, the mo- 
tor car. In the record of travel the loss of 
life at sea still compares favorably with 


the loss of life in any other method uf 


transportation, on wings, wheel, or human 
feet. 
That further precautions will be taken 
and further safety devices evolved as the 
result of the terrible calamity on the St. 
Lawrence River is a foregone conclusion, 


Man will always do his best. Yet in the 


face of the tremendous manifestations of 
nature’s unchangeable and unbreakable 
laws science and learning and religion must 
sometimes be awed into a solemn silence. 


OSTILITY TO BUSINESS MUST STOP. 
Although other important affairs are 
engaging attention of the government at 
Washington, the President and his advis- 
ers should spare time enough to read at 
least this paragraph of the resolutions that 
were adopted at the annual meeting of the 


National Association of Manufacturers: 


“Hostility to business must stop. 
With feelings of profound anxiety we 
observe prevailing industrial and com- 
mercial depression wholly at variance 
with those healthy and prosperous con- 
ditions to which our country is enti- 
tled. On all sides productive industry 
and operative manufacture are shrink- 
ing in volume and output to a degree 
that forebodes years of slow recovery 
before prosperity can be restored. We 
witness with amazement hostility to- 
ward established and legitimate busi- 
ness from many sources—journalistic, 
legislative and even administrative 
but we fail to detect any concerted and 
affirmative efforts to resuscitate busi- 
ness vitality or augment those great in- 
dustrial forces that should express the 
sovereignty of our trade and commerce. 
The number of unemployed American 
workingmen, now hundreds of thou- 
sands, is_increasing. Countless plants 

and factories operate listlessly on 
greatly reduced schedules.” 

That is not calamity-howling. It is a con- 
cise statement of facts which are known to 
all who keep themselves informed about 
conditions, and to many who are feeling 
directly the effects of business depression. 

Some weeks ago President Wilson de- 
clared that hostility between government 
and business was at an end, and there fol- 
lowed evidences that a feeling of relief was 
sweeping over the country. But immedi- 
ately thereafter the Chief Executive of this 
nation made it known that he would insist 
upon the enactment of legislation supple- 
menting the Sherman anti-trust law, impos- 
ing additional and more severe restraints 
upon large business enterprises. And reluc- 
tance of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to recognize the needs of the railroads 
remains undiminished. Members of Con- 
gress are giving heed to the improper de- 
mand of union labor for exemption as a 
class from the operation of law which is 
made for us all. 

Acts, which speak louder than words, 
have not conformed with the declaration of 
the President that government hostility to- 
ward business was at an end. 

The Manufacturers’ Association states an 
absolute fact-when it says that hostility to 
business must stop if the ruin of business 
may be averted. | 

Thus far there has been no sign from 
Washington that the fact is recognized, 
other than the one utterance of the Prest- 
ended, which remains unsubstantiated by 
the course which the administration is pur- 
suing.

The Federal Committee on Ind 
Relations has been holding sessions in New 
York City and has given audienvte to au- 
thorized representatives of the aims, prin- 
ciples and operative methods of the Social- 


ist party, trades unions and Industrial 
Workers of the World. 


Vincent St. John, general secretary and 


| treasurer of the I. W. W., avowed that his 


organization “intended to gain control of 
the operations of industry by. the organized 
wage workers, who would no longer pay 
tribute to any employing or parasitical 
class.” He said that the I. W. W. advocate 
violence, injury to human life and destruc- 
tion of property if necessary. Peaceable 
methods, he said, have gained nothing for 
the workers or their cause, violence usu- 


ally béing forced on strikers, and for these 


reasons the only thing to be considered was 
the gaining of the desired end by whatever 
means offered. He frankly admitted, or 
rather, arrogantly boasted that the I. W. W. 
does not respect the property of employers. 
“The property isn’t ours,” he exclaimed. 
“It is used to make the worker's lot harder. 
The employers are not particular if they 
injure our only property—brain and muscle. 
They put us to work with half an education, 
speed us up, wear us out, and leave us to 
die in the poorhouse. So we don't propose 
to show any respect for their property.“ 

In response to questions by the commit- 
tee, St. John, who does not in the least 
resemble the apostle of the same name, 
said that he regarded the government as a 
committee to police the interests of the em- 
ployers; that as soon as the LW. W. got 
enough industrial control to run their own 
affairs the government of the United States 
would die of dry rot. „ 

Following this insolent exposition of the 
purposes of the I. W. W. there was a debate 
between Gompers, representing the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and Hillquit, 
chairman of the National Socialist party. 
Sam claimed that the Socialists were work- 
ing to bring about a dissolution of the labor 
federation and knock him out of $5000 per 
annum and pickings. Hillquit answered

It has 
long been against the code of the 
Greek government to give honorary 
decorations to women, regardless of 
race, and the act of Queen Sophia, who 
herself went into the field and  as- 
sisted the wounded during the war. 
ig believed by the local consul to be 
unprecedented in the history of the 
country. The medal was forwarded 
from New York by Anthony P. Rolll, 
the Queen’s personal representative. 

The medal is of bronze and on one 
side bears a cross in red with a view 
of the Parthenon and Acropolis in 
the distance. On the opposite side is 
@ scene of a nurse caring for an at- 
fiicted soldier. The words in Greek. 
“The Holy Fight, 1912-1913" and 
“The Red Cross of Greece” appear.

meet at the Davis farm the first week 
in June. The growing interest in this 
subject has led those in charge of the 
meeting to arrange a strong pro- 
gramme upon the subject. Profs. R. 
H. Forbes and A. E. Vinson of Tucson, 
Ariz., the two leading date experts in 
America will be present and tell what 
they know of the subject. 

Prof Wilson has recently returned 
from a trip to Northern Africa where 
he experimented with the dates of that 
region, while Dr. Forbes has been ex- 
perimenting with the growing of dates 
in Arizona for many years. He has 
imported the best varieties of this 
fruit from all parts of the world. 

Olfve culture is another subject 
which will be under discussion at this 
convention, and the unusual interest 
that it has for Southern California has 
caused the authorities at Davis to plan 
for prominent speakers upon this sub- 
ject. 

Figs and walnuts, two crops of spe- 
cial importance to the south, will be 
treated, and experts from the southern 
end of the State will tell of their meth- 
ods of growing and marketing. 

On the afternoon. of June 3 there 
will be a special fig-growers meeting, 
at which some of the leading growers 
of the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
Valleys will speak.

Ernest Douglas, Jean de Chauve- 
net and Oscar Werner Heard in 
Two New Compositions of Church 
Music Played from Manuscript 
Before Large Audience.

At St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral a no- 
table musical programme was given 
last evening, consisting of ensemble 
compositions written and played by 
local musicians: Jean de Chauvenet, 
planist; Ernest Douglas;.organist, and 
Oscar Werner, violinist. 

The first number was an organ and 
piano suite composed by Mr. Doug- 
las and played by him and Mr. de 
Chauvenet at the plano. It is a 
composition of serious character, an 
inspiring theme which was impres- 
sively rendered. 

The “American Phantasy,” a rhap- 
sody by de Chauvenet, was presented 
as an oOffertory. Although it lasted 
about 30 minutes, it was listened to 
with great attention by a large audi- 
ence. It is written for organ and piano, 
with an important violin obligato 
which was entrusted to Oscar Wer- 
ner, who acquitted himself creditably. 
According to the writer, his com- 
position represents the rise and 
growth of our nation, its aims and 
moods. : 

The notes of the violin, accom- 
panied by the plano, portrayed the 
hours of doubt, hope and the dream 
of great achievement, while the sec- 
ond portion, given largely to the 
organ and piano, brought forth the 
stronger national power and assur- 
ance. 

As it was entirely played from orig- 
inal manuscript, the programme had 
additional musical interest. 
But if it was attractive as a ! 
achievement on its own merit it 
proved additionally notable, coming 
just after the recent first presentation 
of the Diocesan Choir, as an addi- 
tional forward step in church music. 
The recital at St. Paul’s seemed to 
come as a confirmation of the elo- 
quent words of Dr. Norman Bridge, 
president of the Los Angeles Sym- 
phony Orchestra, in his recent il- 
luminating address delivered at Hol- 
lywood. The enthusiastic patron of 
music, in the course of his remarks, 


pointed out that the time had come 


for us to recover from the delusion 
that good music, good singers and ef- 
ficient teachers could not be found in 
New York, Chicago and Los Angeles 
as worthy as those of European cities. 
Last evening an evidence was given 
of it, three weeks ago delegates rep- 
resenting over 11,000 supervisors of
